Dredging Connecticut River

Edward M. Deloghia of 121 Fairview St., has been named by 
Governor Volpe to a special commission to study the problem of 
dredging the Connecticut River from Thompsonville to Holyoke. 
The aim of the study is to make the river more easily navigable for 
pleasure craft. The commission will be working with Army Engi¬ 
neers, the Coast Guard and a commission from Connecticut. Mr. 
Deloghia owns a 35 ft. pleasure boat which he keeps at Mystic, Conn. 

The Federal Government took over jurisdiction of navigable 
streams in 1824 as a result of the controversy over the Fulton mon¬ 
opoly on the Hudson. 

Possibilities for improving navigation on the Connecticut were 
thoroughly explored in 1828 and a report made of depths, channels, 
falls, rapids, etc. This was at the time when merchants on the river 
Were facing competition from the backers of the Farmington Canal, 
a waterway to be built from New Haven to Northampton which 
threaetened to siphon off some of the Connecticut River trade. 

Steamboats came into use on the river when the Windsor Locks 
canal was built, although the dam constructed at the head of the 
locks was built with an opening 150 ft. wide in the channel to allow 
the passage of fish, boats and rafts of lumber. Many boats con¬ 
tinued to use the channel on the way down-stream but went through 
the canal on the return trip. 

Major Smith Leach made a report of river conditions in 1898 
■which was based to some extent on the details of the 1828 report. 
Another survey was made in 1913. 

Commercial use of the river is a thing of the past, although a 
few people may remember one of its strongest proponents, Herman 
Burgi, who in the early 1900’s was a familiar sight as he worked 
with his dredge, “Pioneer” and his tugboat “Elsa.” He brought the 
first barges of coal into Springfield in 1909, laid pipe lines for the 
•Gas Company and demolished the piers of the old Toll Bridge when 
it was torn down in 1923. The steamer “Sylvia” was a commercial 
enterprise, launched in 1900 and for many years the principal trans¬ 
portation between Springfield and Riverside Park. 

The river is much in the news today with recreation one of the 
foremost items. If the newly formed commission succeeds in dredg¬ 
ing the channel, the Connecticut will still present a variety of other 
(problems, such as Hoods, pollution, conservation of water supply. 
Plans are in progress, however, and there may be better and cleaner 
times ahead for the Old Connecticut. Meanwhile it continues to flow 
by our door—at the rate of 10,700 gallons per second.

Q. How do the new changes in 
the medicare law affect coverage 
of hospital outpatient services? 

A. Starting April 1, 1968, hos¬ 
pital outpatient services, whether 
for diagnosis or for treatment, 
can be covered only by medical 
nsuvance—not hospital insurance. 
The effect of the change is that 
all hospitals outpatient benefits 
..ill be covered under the medical 
nsurance program and, there- 
*ore. will he subject to a $50 de- 
luetible and a 20 per cent co- 
insurance feature. 

Under the old law, benefits 
‘. ere paid on the basis of a “diag- 
lostic study.” This was a 20-day 
period during which a patient re- 
•oived diagnostic services from 
the same hospital. For each such 
20-day period, the patient was re¬ 
quired to pay the first $20, and 
his hospital insurance paid 80 
percent of the remaining costs. 
The $20 deductible he paid under 
.he hospital insurance plan count¬ 
ed toward the $50 deductible un¬ 
der the medical insurance plan. 

The new law relieves adminis¬ 
trative complexities in the old 
law that were created by the ex¬ 
istence of two deductibles, by the 
need to distinguish diagnostic 
services from treatment, and by 
separate procedures for the hand- 
dug of those services rendered by 
. physician and those not ren¬ 
te red by a physician.

Q. I receive widows benefits 
now and will be 65 next year. 
Will I be covered automatically 
by medicare at that time? 

A. You will receive a notice 
about medicare from the Social 
Security Administration several 
months before your 65th birthday. 
Hospital insurance coverage will 
be automatic for you at the time 
but you will need to complete and 
return the enrollment form to 
start your medical insurance cov¬ 
erage. In order for the medical 
insurance to start with the month 
you reach 65, social security must 
receive the enrollment card be¬ 
fore the beginning of the month 
in which your 65th birthday falls. 

Q. I will be 65 in June. My 
husband is two years younger. I 
have never worked. My husband 
pays social security taxes, but 
will not retire until 1970. What 
should I do about medicare? 

A. You should get in touch with 
your social security office not 
later than May 31. You will be 
able to enroll in the supplemen¬ 
tary medical insurance part of 
medicare. You cannot be covered 
for hospital insurance until your 
husband applies for retirement 
benefits. You should discuss your 
situation with the people at so¬ 
cial security. 

Q. With the new $4.00 premium 
|rate, will the government conti¬ 
nue to pay half the cost of the 
“doctor bill” insurance? 

A. Yes, a matching $4.00 per 
month for each person enrolled 
will be paid out of the general 
funds of the government into the 
medical insurance trust fund. 

It may 'be a small comfort to 
know that the U. S. citizen is not 
the highest taxed in the world. In 
fact, the U. S. breadwinner with 
a wife, two kids, and a $10,000 a 
year income pays about $900 less 
than his English counterpart and 
about $100 less than his Canadian 
cousin.

• Bathroom fixtures have al¬ 
so been updated and glamoriz¬ 
ed. They range from convenient

Garage Converted 
Into Cozy Apartment 


Remodeling a cluttered ga¬ 
rage into a comfortable apart¬ 
ment sounds like a major proj¬ 
ect. But, with a little handy¬ 
man know-how' and the right 
building materials, one home- 
owner did the job in his spare 
time, with minimal expense I 
and professional-looking re¬ 
sults. 

A one-car garage, used pri¬ 
marily for odds-and-ends stor¬ 
age, was the only place to house 
a relative who had been living 
alone and was coming to stay 
with the family permanently. 
The problem was to transform 
a garage with cinder block 
walls and a cement floor into a 
pleasant bedroom-and-b a t h 
apartment.

A kitchen is essentially a 
workshop. But, it doesn't have 
to look like one. 

Modern kitchens need all the 
efficiency essentials such as 
storage space, work counters, 
a time-and-step saving lay-out, 
and easy-to-clean surfaces. 
They should also be attractive, 
well-lighted and comfortable. 

If you’re remodeling your 
kitchen, try to give it as many 
of these assets as possible. 

Lay-out — The “work tri¬ 
angle" — with refrigerator, 
range and sink or dishwasher 
placed at equidistant points of 
a triangle — is considered most 
efficient. About seven feet be¬ 
tween each appliance cuts 
steps while providing elbow 
room. 

Workspace — Allow at least 
30 inches of countertop space 
near the sink, 18 Inches on the 
latch side of the refrigerator, 
and 24 inches of heat-resistant 
surface material adjacent to 
the range. - Use one of the 
many attractive laminate sur¬ 
faces which resist stains and 
marring and can be washed 
clean. 

Walls — Easy-to-clean sur¬ 
faces such as plastic-finished 
hardboard panels are ideal for 
the kitchen. The sturdy hard¬ 
board panels are highly resist¬ 
ant to-moisture, humidity and 
stains, won’t mar, dent or scuff, 
and can be damp-wiped clean. 
They come in a wide range of 
beautiful decorator finishes. 

Floors — Resilient flooring 
is a practical choice because it 
takes hard wear and cleans 
easily. New resilient floor tiles 
now* come in a variety of at¬ 
tractive colors and designs; or 
you could use water-and-stain- 
resistant carpeting for an un¬ 
usual touch. 

Storage — There should be 
plenty of cabinets, with easy- 
clean surfaces, placed where 
they can be conveniently 
reached. For additional “open" 
storage, install a panel of per¬ 
forated hardboard which will 
hold pots, pans and utensils 
handy for use.
